FRUIT GROAVERS1 MEETING. 


The Bedford County, Fruit Growers' 


Association Held Its Nineth An- 


nual Convention and Fruit 
Show in the Court House 


j 
at Bedford, Dec. 7-8. 


The Convention was called to or- 
der by the President, Mr. A. C. Rich- 
ards, at 2 p. m. The devotional ser- 
vice was conducted by Rev. J. Albert 
Eyler, of Bedford. The address of 
welcome was then delivered by Hon. 
John M. Reynolds:—."It is a great 
pleasure as well as an honor to be 
a member of your Association-Each 
day the fruit grower is coming to 
realize that it is the one that takes 
good care of his trees or the 6rchard 
that is properly managed will net 
the grower a neat little income. The 
desire to plant large orchards is not 
as great as it was a few years ago." 
The response was made by A. B. 
Ross:—I would like to see Bedford 
county become rich from its apples, 
you are not getting the price 'for 
your apples that you should." .After 
the report of the secretary t the first 
topic of the program was "taken up 
and discussed by Dr. S. H. Gump. 
"What varieties shall we plant." One 
of the most discouraging things for 
the fruit grower is the help problem. 
It is impossible to get the efficient 
help we should have. I consider the 
York Imperial the best apple for me." 
Evening Session Called at 8 O'clock. 
"General orcharding in Pennsy- 
lvania," was then taken- up by Sheld- 
en W. Funk, of Boyertown, Pa., who 
illustrated his lecture with lantern 
slides. 
The lecture was good - and 
came from one of practical experien- 
ce which was greatly appreciated. 


The convention was a grand*1 suc- 
cess. 
The exhibit was not as large 
as former years, btit quality better. 
There was more interest manifested 
this year than last year. I wish to 
thank all for their co-operation the 
past five years while I was your 
Secretary.

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POTATO VARIETIES 


One or Two Kiud^ Adapted to Soil 


and Cliinnte, Most Profitable for 
Commercial Growers- 


With the close of the potato har- 


vest season for 1915 the time seems 
opportune to call to the attention of 
both the giowei and the seedman the 
desirability of considering seriously 
a very material reduction in the num- 
ber of varities grown in any given 
community or section of the country. 


It has been the history of every 


other staple crop that the fewer the 
varities grown the more easily are 
they marketed. 
The pioneer fruit 


grower in America tried to grow as 
large a list of varieties as he could 
afford to purchase, while to-day the 
tendency is to reduce the list to the 
least number that can be depended 
upon to meet the market require- 
ments. The reason for this is that it 
has been found a much easier task 
to sell large quantities of one variety 
than an equal quantity made up of a 
large number of varities. 
It is be- 


lieved that the same principle appli- 
es to the potato crop. 


In a recent publication by the de- 


partment Bulletin No. 176, a system 
of classification of potatoes is presen- 
ted in which the leading commercial 
types are referred to 11 groups, and 


• a list of the varieties studied which 
are thought to belong to each group 
furnished. In many cases the variti- 
es listed in each group are so nearly 
indentical that in the opinion of c the 
author of this bulletin there is no 
justfication for the retention of more j 
than 10 per cent of them. 


The commercial grower should de- 


termine what group or class of pota- 
toes is best adapted to his climate 
and soil conditions, and then confine 
his efforts to not more than one or 
two varities within that group. 
In 


this way it will be possible for him to 
become more familiar with the be- 
havior of the variety he is growing; 
to recognize its special cultural re- 
quirements; and to offer for sale a 
much more uniform and high grade 
product than where he is dissipating 
his energies on a dozen or more vari- 
eties. 


The potato growers of some of our 


Middle Western States, particularly 
those of Wisconsin, are being strong- 
ly urged by their potato specialists 
and State association to adopt the 
community plan of growing potatoes 
of one, or, at the most, two varieties. 
In this way the buyer can be assured 
of securing a uniform stock, in car- 
load lots, of Green Mountain, Rural 
New Yorker, 
or other 
classes of 


potatoes. 


The movement must come from 


the grower through confining his eff- 
orts to a few varieties; preferably not 
more than one or two. These should 
be 
selected intelligently, with 
re- 


ference to soil and climate condi- 
tions. 
For 
example, the 
Green 


Mountain group is particularly well 
adapted to the cooler and moister 
sections of the United States. 
The 


Rural New Yorkers, while succeed- 
ing under similar conditions, is also 
able to produce satisfactory crops 
where air and soil temperatures are 
higher, and where the summer pre- 
cipitation is scant, provided moisture 
is abundant in September and Oct- 
ober. 
The Irish Cobbler group, con- 


sisting of early varieties, is at its 
best in the North, but also produces 
well when planted as an early truck 
crop in the South. 


The size of the seedsmen's lists is 


very largely, if not entirely, govern- 
ed by the grower, and the remedy 
lies wholly with him-

the efficiency of the individual but 
because the future welfare of the 
race may be materially effected by 
the health of these potential moth- 
ers. 


A woman's nervous organization is 


more sensitive than that of man. In 
many trades, occupations and em- 
ployments, this very fact has been 
responsible 
for 
women's 
success. 


Good taste, tact and deftness are 
qualities which should be cultivated 
to secure the greatest value from the 
services of female employees. 


The maximum number of hours of 


labor may not always bring the maxi- 
mum of production. 
Scientific effici- 


ecny experts have proved that short- 
er hours and reasonable rest periods 
often result in increased production.

learned that by making adequate pro- 
vision for the care of their employees

HENRY FORD PEACE SHIP 


S. S. Oscar II, Radio Via Cape Race. 


At a mass meeting held aboard 


Henry Ford's Peace Ship, Tuesday 
evening, December 7th, S. S- Mc- 
Clure, the eminent magazine publish- 
er and publicist, read important ex- 
tracts from President Wilson's mess- 
age, an advanced copy of which Mr. 
McClure had obtained before sailing. 
After the reading Mr. Ellis jO. Jones 
one of the delegates, spoke as foll- 
ows: 


I certainly do not believe this mess- 


age should be received in silence by 
this assemblage. 
This is a reaction- 


ary message; this message comes to us 
at a time when we cannot keep si- 
lent; we must speak out; we are 
going abroad now, on a mission to 
stop a terrible war among nations, 
everyone of which is prepared in a 
military 
way—prepared 
for war. 


This is no time to disturb American 
Traditions and prepare us for war, a 
member of this delegation said to- i 
night, that, preparation in the mili- 
tary sense is only a century old, but 
that is not correct. 
Preparation in 


the military sense is many centuries 
old, the ancient histories are full of 
it; preparation in a peace sense, how- 
ever, preparation in a civil sense is 
not so old. 
I call your attention to 


the preparation for peace, that now 
exists in the United States and Cana- 
da. Where there are no forts, where 
there are no soldiers, where there 
are no trenches or guns, that is pre- 
paration for peace, and that is about j 
a century old. 
A preparation for 


peace exists between 
Norway and | 


Sweden. 
There is no fort between | 


their frontiers, and that is the kind j 
of preparation we need now. America j 
is in danger, but of what is she in 
danger. 
The President does not say 


in his message of what America is 
in danger. 
At this time the Presi- 


dent does not mention a single 
nation that he dares to say is an 
enemy of the United States of Amer- 
ica, but the United States of America 
is in danger none the less.

Prof. Irving Fisher ot Yale univer 


sity has issued a pamphlet in which 
he gives tne result o£ his investiga 
tions of the liquor problem. Concern 
ing alcohol and athletics he says: 


"In studying the conditions of health 


and efficiency during the last ten 
years, the conditions which enable an 
athlete, for instance, to be at his best 
I have had occasion to examine the 
conflicting popular ideas concerning 
alcohol. I began the study quite will 
ing to be convinced that alcoholic bev 
erages have some virtue. But I have 
ended in the conviction that they have 
none, and I have found that this con- 
clusion is almost universally reached 
by those who have examined the facts 
These facts demonstrate that a man 
who takes alcohol, in even a moderate 
degree, is harming himself physically 
mentally, morally and economically. 


"That alcohol increases fatigue if 


now commonly recognized by athletes 
Alcohol gives no increase of muscular 
power. It is not what we can prop 
erly call a stimulant, but a depressant 
It is apparently a stimulant, because 
it puts to sleep the nerves that indi 
cate fatigue, so that the person thinks 
himself relieved of fatigue. What it 
does is to make one unconscious of 
his fatigue. 
Various kinds of tests 


and exercises have proved that alco 
hoi is a decided hindrance to museu 
lar or athletic .power." 


Dr. Charles Gilbert Davis, eminent 


physician, psychologist and scientist 
of Chicago, says the great world wai 
is but the logical outcome of "gener 
ations of alcoholic saturation," with 
the resultant deterioration of the hu- 
man race and degeneration of the hu- 
man, mind."

LESSON FOR DECEMBER 19 


FALL AND CAPTIVITY OF ISRAEL, 


LESSEN TEXT— H Kings 17:7, 14, IS 


GOLDEN TEXT-He that after being 
reproved hardeneth his neok shall sud- 
denly be destroyed. — Prov. S:L 


.In the sweep of our six years' cycle 


of study we prefer to consider this les- 
son first and use tBe Christmas story 
(Luke 2:1-20) to illustrate the love of 
God which Israel (the last ten tribes) 
so basely outraged ere it passed into 
oblivion. 


I. The Stiff-Necked People, vv. 6-13. 


The fact (V. 6) of Israel's captivity 
has always, appealed to the interest 
and the imaginations of men. The 
cause of the captivity was threefold 
(1) They "had sinned" (v. 7). 
It 


was not a single offense but a course 
of action which was performed (a) 
openly, "walked" (v. 8). For 215 years 
following Solomon's reign they had 
been openly idolatrous and trespassed 
upon God's grace, (b) "Secretly" (v. 
9), Hosea's reign "was the same as 
that of his 18 predecessors. 
Doubt- 


less he 'was a good diplomat and. poll- 
tician, though his vacillation between 
Egypt and Assyria brought ruin, but 
in God'a sight the secret 'acts and 
practices of the people were open 
and k'nown (Ps. 139:1-12; Heb. 5:13). 
Many today do in secret things "that 
were (are) not' right." A clearer line 
of demarcation between the church 
and the world is sadly needed, 
(2) 


They were consecrated to evil (vv. 
10, 11). TO cover our sins is not to 
prosper (Prov. 28:13), but if we con- 
fess our sins God's Son will cover 
them by the forgiveness of his atone- ' 
ment (Ps. 32:1-5; I John 1:9). Israel ! 
cared not, however, for his forgive- 
ness, despite the fact it' was he that 
"brought them up out of the land of 
Egypt." 
It is passing strange that' 


Israel should so fully violate the ex- 
press commands of God (Lev. 26:1; 
Deut. 26:21; Ex. 20:3-5, etc.). Some 
claim they did not possess the law 
it being of a later date, a" self-evident 
ly foolish proposition, but even so 
how can men of our time violate so 
many of the plain precepts of the 
word of God? Does this prove tha 
the Bible does not exist? 
The an 


swer to this query is a sufficient an 
swer to the destructive critics. Israe 
"sets...up idols" (v. 10). and "burn. 
sacrifice" (see Deut. 12:31) which 
things they did "to provoke the Lord 
to anger." (3) They abandoned them 
selves to evil. " As though to remove 
all possibility of reformation they no: 
alone "served idols" (v. 12) but "they 
sold themselves to do that which waa 
evil" (v. 17). 


II. The Sovereign God, vv. 14-18 


God's character and will had been 
fully set before the nation (Ex. 20 
3-6). 
Repeated warnings (v. -13) had 


been given by faithful prophets, also 
repeated 
forgivings, yet 
Israel ia 


(1) willful, they "would not hear" (v. 
14), but deliberately followed in their 
fathers' footsteps. (2) Proud and vain 
(vv. 14, 15) and (3) utterly abandoned 
(v. 17), and hence must receive the 
judgment of God's righteous anger 
(see Ex. 20), or else God is not right- 
eous. • He repeatedly sought to turn 
them aside, but they slew his faithful 
prophets (Matt. 21:33-39). 
God is 


calling in mercy with long suffering 
in this present evil age; unbelief in 
God and his word is still prevalent; 
skepticism and loose morals every- 
where abound, and shall God go on 
and call forever? (Prov 29-1- I Pet 
3:9-16). 
'• 


III. The Savior of Men, Luke 2:1-20,, 


God's love for Israel was manifest 
(made plain) through his loving acts 
and the messages of warning pro- 
claimed by his prophets. But we have 
a more marvelous revelation of his 
love in the person of his Son whose 
birthday we are about to observe. 
Samaria lost its "crown of pride," but 
wo may receive a crown of righteous- 
ness as the "sons of God" (John 1: 
12; II Tim. 4:8), but not so unless 
we obey (John 14:23) his word. 


Let us therefore take up the an 


gelic praise (1) "Glory to God in the 
highest;" highest heavens, highest de- 
gree and quality of praise of him who 
is infinitely wise and loving. 


(2) "On earth peace" with God 


with man, in the individual heart anc 
among the nations. 


Peace of conscience because of sins 


forgiven, in fact, all blessings, hap- 
piness and prosperity because of peace 
due to victory over sin which is the 
destroyer of peace. 


(3) "Good will •_ -ard men," those 


with whom God is w(!ll pleased, and 
God has good will only toward all 
men. 


He loved sinful Israel and he loves 


us so that he "gave his only begotten 
Son that whosoever believeth need 
not perish but have everlasting life." 
Even as the shepherds "found" 'the 
Savior (v. 16) so may all men who 
truly seek him (Heb. 11:6; Luke 19: 


What better can we do on Christ- 


mas Sunday than openly to give God 
our best gift, our hearts' supreme 
love and devotion in return for his 
greatest gift to men?
